A $12 million invest¬ 
ment in infrastructure has 
increased traffic at the local 
airport, but there is one 
more step to take to con¬ 
tinue to attract corporate 
jets arriving with execu¬ 
tives, personal aircraft and 
charter flights bringing vis¬ 


itors to the area. 

Ruedi Suter, chair of the 
Niagara District Airport 
Commission, was at coun¬ 
cil last week to explain 
what he considers to be a 
great opportunity for the 
airport, "an important 
milestone" in its 83-year 
history, that has come 
about as a result of the 
infrastructure improve-

The commission 
has been negotiating 
a deal with a "fixed- 
base operator," a 
company that would 
take over the air¬ 
port's fuel tanks and 
fueling service, and 
possibly buy its han¬ 
gar. If sealed, the deal 
will bring in more 
revenue and attract 
more of the kind of 
traffic the airport is 
already seeing as a 
result of the airport 
improvements, prom¬ 
ised Suter. 

The commission 
needed, and received, 
the approval of the 
Town of NOTL, along 
with the cities of 
Niagara Falls and St. 
Catharines, co-own- 
ers of the airport, to 
sell the above-ground 
fuel tanks and fuel 
trucks to the FBO 
and agree to an 
option to purchase 


the hangar so that 
improvements, such 
as a pilots lounge, can 
be made. 

The company pro¬ 
viding the service, 
un-named until the 
contract is signed, 
will in the meantime 
lease the hangar, the 
lands around it and 
the fuel farm. 

The lease will bring 
in about $300,000 in 
revenue in the first 
five years. The sale of 
the fuel equipment 
will earn the airport 
$89,000, and free up 
reserves that were 
allocated for the 
renewal of the equip¬ 
ment. 

The airport took 
over the fuelling ser¬ 
vice in 2009, after 
serious problems with 
the company that was 
then providing the 
service. The sales of 
fuel had declined, 
and at one point no 
fuel was being deliv¬ 


ered because of 
unpaid bills, forcing 
the airport to become 
involved. 

A dispute over the 
lease of the hangar 
resulted in the airport 
taking that over as 
well, Suter said. 

"We have found a 
new, real FBO that 
will expand services, 
beginning in August. 
The projected reve¬ 
nue is expected to be 
close to $l-million 
over 10 years," he 

"This will improve 
the long-term viabili¬ 
ty of the airport as a 
commercial entity 
and create more eco¬ 
nomic opportunities 
for the airport." 

In addition to fuel¬ 
ing, the FBO looks 
after aircraft clean¬ 
ing, storage and de¬ 
icing when necessary, 
and provides pilot 
amenities, courtesy 
cars and catering.

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Last week, Councillor Martin Mazza 
attempted to give a verbal report at 
council, in front of the Cogeco camera, 
of a report on a town hall-style meeting 
he held at the library about a month 
ago. 

He was hushed, because he brought 
up his intentions during what was con¬ 
sidered an inappropriate stage of the 
meeting, and was asked, instead, to pro¬ 
vide his report via email, which he did— 
copied to the press. 

There are times when Mazza speaks 
at council that the tension is thick, and 
some, even while appearing to struggle 
to remain respectful, are not doing a 
great job of hiding their irritation or 
exasperation. 

He considers himself a voice of the 
people, but it is likely some of the other 


elected officials and town staff consider 
him a thorn in their side. 

He doesn't play the game of politics 
well. He speaks out, says what he thinks, 
and has given up worrying about wheth¬ 
er he gets along with die rest of council. 

The discord is unfortunate. There is 
room for differences of opinion, and for 
different approaches, on council. 

It's a shame others don't embrace 
the concept of town hall meetings 


or as a group. That effort to keep in 
touch with voters should be seen as 
being transparent and accountable, two 
very desirable traits in an elected repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Clearly, at least one councillor plans 
to continue that effort, rather than wait¬ 
ing for another election.

Mayor defends 
spending record 

The letter regarding the 
town's financial situation 
(Niagara Advance, Aug. 1) 
by a local resident was 
brought to my attention. It 
is unfortunate that many of 
his assertions are incorrect. 

The letter indicates 
reserve funds are at a his¬ 
torically low level under this 
Council’s leadership. 
However, the reserves at the 
end of 2011 are close to $8.0 
million, up from $5.3 mil¬ 
lion in 2009. 

The letter also implies 
that the new Community 
Centre was acquired by tak¬ 
ing on additional debt, 
when in fact our new com¬ 
munity centre is paid in full 
mainly due to the generosi¬ 
ty of Town businesses, resi¬ 
dents, and government 

Looking further into the 
Town’s financial position, 
our audited financial state¬ 
ments show the Town's 


cash position has increased 
from $7.7 million in 2009 to 
$9.9 million in 2011. This 
cash position indicates the 
Town’s financial position 
has improved and has suffi¬ 
cient funds to meet all its 
obligations. 

From a debt perspective 
at the end of 2011, the Town 
carried $4.7 million in debt 
on the books, which is 
attributed to large capital 
projects such as water, 
sewer, and our new fire 
halls. Payments for the 
majority of the Town's debt 
are paid through user 
charges and not the tax 
base. It is also noteworthy 
that the 2010 and 2011 
combined operating sur¬ 
plus was $1,427 million, 
which has been transferred 
to the capital reserve in 
order to reduce or eliminate 
the Town’s reliance on 
future debt for large capital 
projects. 

It was also referenced 
that we have a high rate of 
unpaid taxes in out com¬ 
munity that are not being 
collected. In reality, tax 


arrears have been reduced 
by 15.5% since 2009, and we 
expect this trend to contin¬ 
ue due to new collection 
strategies put in place by 
our administration. 

Since taking office in 
2010,1 am proud of the 
work Town Council and 
administration has done to 
better our long-term finan¬ 
cial outlook. In an attempt 
to keep our residents and 
business partners informed 
in an open and transparent 
way, the Town issued its 
first Annual Report in lune. 
The Report can be down¬ 
loaded from our website or 
picked up in hard copy for¬ 
mat at the Town 
Administration Building.

Rogue rental 

complaints 

ignored 

This letter is in response 
to letters of support for cot¬ 
tage rentals in NOTL. 

I am (in principal) sup¬ 
portive of the rental concept 
and have enjoyed staying in 
them in other communities. I 
appreciate the economic 
benefits they provide. 

However there are several 
"rogue" rental locations 
whose consistent weekend 
activities include legal and 
bylaw breaches (extreme ille¬ 
gal drug and alcohol use, 


after-hours noise and parking 
impacts). 

Police intervention, neigh¬ 
bourhood meetings, 
approaches to the Town, 
attempts at letters to council 
and media oudets, requests 
to meet with absentee own¬ 
ers, etc have not addressed 
behaviours for over three 
years. 

The Town of NOTL has 
issues with cottage rental 
policy management - many 
are illegal (unlicensed) and 
cannot be controlled effec¬ 
tively. They contribute 
approximately 25 per cent of 
the income that B&B’s pro¬ 
vide to the Town, and signifi- 
candy more problems (when 
dysfunctional). 

Current by-laws have no 
powers to revoke licenses of 
"rogue” rental sites and con¬ 
sequences of poor behaviour 
of tenants etc, is handled by 
Niagara Regional Police, who 
have no long-term ability to 
revoke licenses either. 

Local managers have no 
ability to control behaviours 
once they have occurred - 
with the exception of not 
allowing those people to 
return (too late for the 5-6 


Hence many residents are 
pushing for institutions to 
take their responsibilities 
seriously. 

In extreme cases some 
residents have already moved 
and some have sought legal 
advice. Almost all are without 
the ability to enjoy their own 
personal property. Some 
nearby B&B tourists have 
made complaints and coun¬ 
cil staff whilst busy - are as 
yet without results. 

The Town of Collingwood 
has recendy had the Ontario 
Municipal Board rule that 
cottage rentals are classed as 

thus have no place in resi¬ 
dential areas.

In New York City's pre¬ 
miere participation last year, 
31,000 people signed up on 
a waiting list for the event, 
which was capped at 1,000 

The chamber too restrict¬ 
ed the NOTL event to that 
number—the logistics of 
accommodating more than 
that seemed unmanageable, 
says Thomson, especially 
given that the chamber pro¬ 
vides the tables and chairs. 

In Paris, the Diner en 
Blanc originated 25 years 
ago with a group of friends 
who were meeting for din¬ 
ner in public place, and wore 
white to be instantly recog¬ 


nizable to each other. That 
event now attracts more 
than 15,000 people. 

Queen Street was closed 
off from Regent to King 
Street, with 130 tables of 
eight filling the block to 
capacity. 

Thomson says the major¬ 
ity of guests came from 
NOTL and the Niagara 
Region, although a number 
were from Toronto, and one 
couple, interested in attend¬ 
ing a Diner en Blanc, had 
come from Miami, Florida.

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Councillor issues report, invitation to next meeting

Mazza says he 
often feels like

When Councillor Martin 
Mazza announced last June 
he would be holding a town 
hall meeting, and invited 
other councillors to join him, 
he promised a report to 
council. 

The meeting was held July 
3, and at last week's council 
meeting, he attempted to 
provide a verbal report. 


But he made the mistake 
of bringing it up during a 
recap of the minutes of the 
previous council meeting, 
when he had said he would 
present a report. That was 
not the appropriate time, 
clerk Holly Dowd ruled—he 
should have spoken about it 
under new business, earlier 
in the agenda. 

The solution, said town 
administrative officer Mike 
Galloway, was that Mazza 
should send his report by 
email to fellow councillors. 

So last week, he did just 
that: he told them by email 
that among other issues, 
before a packed community 
room at the NOTL Library, 
residents brought up their 
concerns about uncontrolled 


cottage rentals and the inher¬ 
ent noise and parking prob¬ 
lems which go hand in hand 
with the rental situation. 

He also cited a lack of 
bylaw enforcement as a com¬ 
plaint, especially regarding 
cottage rentals, and unan¬ 
swered complaints to town 
staff. 

Residents also mentioned 
their concern with a lack of 
leadership from council to 
act as representatives of the 
people and not of staff, and 
their perception that Town 
meetings "pay lip service" to 
opposition rather than lis¬ 
tening to residents. 

Problems with the 
Lakeshore Road sewage 
lagoon was one of the issues 
residents said they hoped 


could be resolved. 

Residents also voiced 
their objections to the cost of 
a recent dock area plan and 
the Town decision to contin¬ 
ue to lease the Melville Street 
dock to the jet boat attrac¬ 
tion for 10 years while put¬ 
ting out a request for new 
proposals. 

Residents spoke out about 
the sale of the Regent Street 
bowling lawn, rather than 
keeping it as green space, he 
said in his report. 

Other concerns and sug¬ 
gestions from residents he 
passed on: the creation of a 
Business Improvement 
Association; the lack of a tree 
bylaw; hesitancy to make dif¬ 
ficult decisions due to fear of 
Ontario Municipal Board 


to facilitate two-way com¬ 
munication and account¬ 
ability; having a Code of 
Conduct policy passed; and 
dealing with traffic issues on 
Niagara Stone Road. 

Mazza said he heard from 
nearly 100 people, who spoke 
about their concerns with a 
council and town staff "that 
is increasingly out of touch 
with the desires, opinions 
and concerns of many of us 
who live here. I often feel as 
if I am the lone voice for 
these people - and I believe 
my strong showing in the last 
election is indicative that my 
efforts to be a voice for these 
voters has already met with a 
show of much wider support

The town's two oldest 
firehalls, St. Davids and 
Queenston, also had their 
lighting modernized with 
new energy-efficient 
upgrades—although there 


was some cost, almost 50 
per cent of it was covered, 
the first $1,000 by the small 
business lighting program, 
and other incentives which 
paid a portion of the 
remainder of costs. 

It was a choice of upgrade 
now with incentives or risk 
it and potentially have to 
retrofit the lights without 
any incentives, says Fire 
Chief Alex Burbidge. 

“Either way, if you have 
the old lights, you’re going 
to have to upgrade eventu¬ 
ally. We did.” 

The existing light bal¬ 
lasts in the Advance office, 
the firehalls and many other 
businesses around town 
have not been available 
since 2010, and as of this 
July, the lights for them 
became illegal to manufac-
